Vietnamese government forces. 


In 
the 
months 
immediately 
ahead, 
Americans 
and 
South 
Vietnamese have their best op- 
portunity to date to make real 
gains in knocking out the Viet 
Cong-North 
Vietnamese 
politi- 
cal-economic-psychological 
war- 
fare 
underground 
organization 
which is the real base of Com- 
munist strength in South Viet- 
nam. This organization provides 
the intelligence, recruiting 
and 
logistics base on which the VC 
and 
North 
Vietnamese 
armies 
operate. 


The 
underground 
organiza- 
tion, depleted in the past 
two 
years 
when 
the 
Communists 
thought a quick victory was in 
the offing, bumbled widely in its 
dealings with farmers and the 
city poor. 


The 
new 
VC cadre, 
out 
to 
build 
a 
base 
for a 
long-term 
underground war. will have to 
mend 
fences 
in 
areas 
where 
second-rate VC cadre 
replace- 
ments of the past two years an- 
tagonized 
many 
people 
with 
crude terrorism, exorbitant tax 
collection 
and 
pompous 
arro- 
gance. 


The 
VC 
underground 
struc- 
ture 
today 
is weak 
in 
many 
spots. These loopholes are be- 
ing mended in the 
reorganiza- 
tion. But this will take time. Re- 
placement of second raters with 
able men is not quickly done.

to buy time to enable the new 
party underground to fix itself 
securely in place. 


On 
our 
side,

building must be fought princi- 
pally 
with 
U.S.-South 
Viet- 
namese 
civilian 
effort 
which 
must 
overtake 
in 
quality 
the 
military build-up of the past few 
years. 


This 
doesn't 
require 
huge 
numbers of new U.S. personnel. 
Rather, 
it 
means 
small 
num- 
bers 
of 
highly 
skilled, 
highly 
motivated, carefully picked men 
who 
have 
the 
ability

gel 
along with other men. 


For the job at hand is to work 
with and inspire — not domi- 
nate — Vietnam's villagers. 


As a corollary, new types of 
Vietnamese leaders will have to 
he trained for work in the coun- 
tryside, where the war will be 
won or lost.

Vietna- 


mese is not effective in farming 
communities.

Evidence of this was provided 
by the latest cost of living fig- 
ures, which showed that in Octo- 
ber the living costs rose three- 
tenths of one per cent, the ninth 
straight monthly advance, plac- 
ing at $11.75 the price of a mar- 
ketbasket of goods that cost $10 
less than a decade ago. 


This being so, wouldn't higher 
taxes simply add another bur- 
den to the consumer? For a 
time, perhaps, but eventually it 
would eliminate the tax of infla- 
tion. Currency values would be- 
come more stable. 


A budget deficit means that 
the government 
has 
acquired 
goods and services that it really 
cannot pay for. Simply to issue 
a lot of paper money to pay bills 
serves only to dilute the value of 
(other money. The government 
i must eventuallv find real mon- 
¡ey.

That money is in the hands of 
; consumers . nd business. A tax 


; increase, 
then, would redistri- 
bute funds from consumer and 
; business to government, 
has run up the big bills that 
must be paid. 


However, as the economic im- 
balance 
continues in the 
ab- 
sence of fiscal action, the dis- 
ruptions 
continue. 
Interest 
rates, for example, are com- 
pletely out of whack. 


As a result of monetary poli- 
cy's basic opposition to infla- 
tion, interest rates are now sky 
high.

prospects are for more of the 
same. 


The discount rate, whicli is 
the basic interest rate set by the 
Federal 
Reserve, 
already has 
been raised to 4.5 per cent, al-

The second most basic rate, 
the prime rate, also has been
